The  Koreans  "oiking  in  Manchuria  are  said  to  number  at  least  1,000,000, 
probably  much  more,  They  have  io-.i.aimed  uncroudan  «<.ste  lands  and  marshes 
and  turned  them  into  fertile  fit*ii3' — an  operation  which  is  more  than  half  a 
century  old.  It  is  largely  thanks  to  the  diligence  and  hard  work  of  the 
Koreans  that  the  agricultural  development  of  M  achcsria  has  made  to  much 
headway.  Their  operations  were  at  first  welcomed  by  the  Chinese,  who  supplied 
them  with  virgin  lands  for  reclamation,  but  when  their  work  of  reclamation  has 
been  completed  by  almost  superhuman  endeavour  and  effort  extending  over  many 
years,  and  they  have  entered  upon  a  stage  for  reaping  the  fruits  of  their 
labour,  they  are  subjected  to  all  sorts  of  oppression  and  turned  out  of  their 
lands,  to  which  they  are  entitled  os  leaseholders  or  virtual  owners.  The 
entry  of  the  Koreans  into  Manchuria  has  reouired  no  backing  or  prompting  of 
any  outsider.  It  has  been  the  natural  flo™  of  the  vital  forue  of  man.  Li’c 
the  Chinese,  the  majority  of  Koreans  are  devoid  of  the  cramping  consciousness 
of  national  frontiers.  In  thair  eyes  Korea  and  Manchuria  are  all  one.  Although 
their  emigration  into  Manchuria  ia  only  half  a  century  old  on  record,  it  has 
been  going  on  without  interruption  several  thousand  years,  during  -hich 
Manchuria  has  been  a  land  to  which  they  ha  to  had  free  access.  It  is  more  than 
ingratitude — an  inhuman  crime—  in  the  Chinese,  that,  instead  of  feeling 
thankful  for  the  Korean  endeavours  all  these  years,  they  should  want  to 

'rive  them  of  their  well-earned  Dossessions,  Perhaps  tne  Chinese  require 
o  further  development  by  Koreans.  Perhaps  by  robbing  the  Koreans  of  the  lands 
vhich  they  have  brought  under  cultivation,  tho  Chinese  hope  to  induce  them  to 
go  and  reclaim  fresh  lands  for  then.  .  3e  that  as  it  may,  the  proceedings  of 
the  Chinese  have  been  too  much  even  for  the  unresisting  Koreans,  and  it  i3 
but  natural  thut  they  should  beer  a  dean  grudge  against  the  Chineso  oppressors. 

In  their  view  it  was  no  mistaken  wolicy  thut  they  tried  to  avenge  themselves 
on  the  Chineso  in  Korea.  So  while  Japan  must  take  full  responsibility  for  tho 
punishment  and  control  of  the  Koreans,  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  Chinese 
authorities  and  pcoplo  should  desist  from  continuing  such  tyranny  as  has  filled 
the  Korean  masses  with  rage  end  indignation,  and  leave  nothing  undone  in  tho 
future  to  protoot  the  Korean  farmers  in  M  nchuria  and  their  interests, 

JAPAN  NTEDS  NC  KOREAN 
VANGUARDS 

At  tho  same  time  one  cannot  help  wondering  what  the  Japanese  doplomatic 
organ  has  boon  doing  so  far.  The  Chineso  oppression  of  the  Korean  farmers 
in  Manchuria  has  boon  a  notorious  faet  ’n  recent  years,  which  has  already 
g'ven  rise  to  nuu:y  troubles.  In  fact,  all  this  S  irnot  be  rug  rded  as  ,a  merely

pursuance  of  Chinn's  revolutionary  diplomacy.  Arc  not  the  central  Chineso 
•ahoritics  giving  out  that  tho  Koreans  in  Manchuria  should  bo  inexorably 
driven  out,  as  they  uro  tho  vanguard  of  Japanese  aggression?  But  Japan  finds 
no  difficulty  in  supporting,  with  her  o’-n  cultural  and  economic  strength,  her 
position  in  Manchuria  and  Mongolia,  rosting  a3  it  docs  both  on  history  and  fact, 
and  it  is  a  ridiculously  false  charge,  peculiarly  Chineso,  to  say  that  Ja-rai 
must  needs  rely  on  tho  backward  Koreans  as  vanguards.  But  considering  that 
the  oppression  of  tho  Korean  farmers  in  pursuance  of  China’s  mistaken  policy 
tj'  ards  Japan  fcn3  boon  in  ovidcnco  ovory-hcro,  tho  Japanese  authorities  ought 
♦o  have  bent  more  earnest  efforts  to  the  solution  of  the  problem  of  tho  Korean 
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faraors  In  Manchuria,  not  morcly  as  a  local  question,  but  as  a  question  bourlng 
on  tho  country's  ontiro  China  policy.  The  Government,  howover,  has  made  no 
such  effort.  It  has  glossed  over  even  tho  Chiontao  affair,  which  gave  such 
a  shock  to  tho  nation,  and  tho  first  ’"anpasshan  affair,  as  local  occurrences, 
and  ncglcctod  to  apply  a  radio:. 1  remedy  to  the  fundamental  cause  of  tho  trouble. 
Nothing  can  bo  moro  comfortablo  for  tho  easygoing  authorities  than  to  follow 
a  policy  of  hand  to  mouth,  or  "sufficient  unto  the  day  is  the  ovil  thereof," 
but  such  a  policy  is  apt  to  load  to  on  4  rrcraodiablo  disaster  or  undo  tho  future 
of  tho  country, 

Tho  lntolligont  classes  of  China  cannot  have  tho  intention  of  provoking 
a  war  with  Japan,  Hor  do  they  bcliovo  that  Jaoon  will  withdraw  from  Manchuria 
meekly  and  silontly  as  a  result  of  their  anti-Japanoso  policy.  Now  thet  thoy 
havo  roallsod  that  oven  a  more  local  oxprossion  of  their  anti-Japanoso  policy 
has  had  on  issue  disastrous  both  to  Janon  and  China,  they  should  oxtend  tho 
apDlioatlon  of  that  wisdom  which  thoy  havo  shown  in  this  instance  and  definitely 
discard  thoir  anti-Japanoso  policy,  which  may  bo  designated  as  a  bloodless  war 
with  Japan,  and  display  a  soirit  of  conciliation  for  tho  ndjustmont  of  Sino- 
Japanoso  rol.tions  and  for  tho  welfare  of  tho  two  Far-Eastern  nations. 
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
